four latter being brothers), and Will 
Williams, all negr6es, and hanged the 
first six n-imed to an oak tree. 


The seveiuu -was hanged but has dis- 


appeared. 
Several shots were 
heard 


shortly after the mob took them from 
the room and he may have tried to 
escape. The negroes all confessed to 
having 
murdered Henry Daniels, an 


old negro, his stepdaughter, Marie, and 
a 7-year-old child, burning .the bodies 
of the two oldest by setting fire to the 
cabin where the crime occurred, and 
throwing the little one's body into a 
well. Old man Daniels had the pro- 
ceeds of a robbery which the Thomas 
boys had committed, and they demand- 
ed it of him under pain of death.

A decision rendered by the Ohio su- 


preme court a few days ago will add a 
considerable amount to, the tax dupli 
cate in this, as well as all the other 
counties in the state. 


H. P. Chapman, treasurer of Lorain 


connnfcy, sued the First National, bank 
of Wellington, claiming that persons 
owing bank stock must pay taxes on 
the full value of the stock, regardless 
of any indebtedness; i. e., that debts 
pould not offset the value of the bank 
stook. 
The bank, on the other hand, 


claimed that the 
shareholders could 


deduct their debts from the value of 
their bank stock before listing it for 
taxation. 


The following, from a Columbus dis- 


patch, explains the decision: . 


"The 
supreme court today -handed 


down a decision of the greatest general 
importance, and one by which the state 
and different counties will be enabled 
to collect a large amount of taxes, oi 
whioh they have in certain localities 
heretofore 
been deprived. The case 


was that of H. P. Chapman, treasurer, 
against the First National bank o; 
Wellington. It vtfas brought up on error 
from the circuit court of Lorain county. 


"The case grew out of the effort of 


the treasurer to hold the owners of 
stook in the First National bank at 
Wellington subject to taxation ou this 
stock. 
The stockholders deny their 


liability, and endeavored to offset their 
debts against the stack, claiming this 
to be their right under a decision of the 
United States supreme court in the case 
of County Treasurer Withbeok against 
a bank that was orried up from Cleve- 
land. 
In that case the United States 


supreme court held that under the Ohio 
statute national bank stock should be 
held as credits to offset the debts of the 
holders. 


"The treasurer of Loraiu county be- 


gan his case in the common pleas court, 
and the greatest interest was excited 
throughout tho state, since the outcome 
would, bo equally operative upon every 
holder of uationl-bauk stock in Ohio. 
The common pleas court decided in 
favor of the fcreaasurer, and held that 
tho stock could be taxed. The circuit 
court overruled this. 
By the decision 


of today the supreme court sets aside 
the decision of the circuit court and 
affirms that of the court of common 
pleas. 
The court holds that the in- 


dividual owners of national bank stook 
cannot treat the stock as credits for the 
purpose of taxation, aud offset the same 
with their individual indebtedness, but 
are olbiged to pay taxes upon their 
stook at its cash value in money, irre- 
spective of the amount they may other- 
wise owe. This decision is in opposi- 
tion to the decision of the United States 
supreme court in the case carried there 
by Attorney General Watson, from 
Cleveland, and is evidently made on 
the belief that the Ohio statute was er- 
roneously certified to tho United States 
supreme court in that case. 
Attorney 


General Monnett took that stand in 
pressing the present suit, and the decis- 
ion of today is a great victory for him. 
There is in the state about §45,000,000 
of 'national bank stock that had the 
court held otherwise, would have been 
largely free from taxation as offset by 
individual indebtedness. 
Under the 


oour6'$bolding, this is subject to taxa- 
tion. 
This will bring in many thous- 


ands of dollars a year to the state and 
the various counties. 
The decision is 


one of the most important yet handed 
down by the court."

It was 
Jound by two boys, named Book and 
Cunningham, who were out fishing. 


The stove casting tied around the 


little one's neck with a wire weighed 
ton pounds and wag sufficient to hold 
the body under water. 
Without a 


doubt, the body was thrown into the 
river near where it was found. A long 
strip of cloth was bound about the 
head of the infant, and on being re- 
moved disclosed a jagged wound in the 
forehead. 
It had been the death blow. 


The skull was caved in. 
There were 


no other marks of violence OQ the body. 
The wire to which the stove casting 
sinker 
was tied was twisted tigh' 


around the little one's neck and would 
have been sufficient to cause strangula 
tion. 


Coroner Davidson returned a verdic 


of death at the hands of parties nu 
known. 
There is no clue as to tho per 


pefcrators of the horrible deed. Corone 
Davidson is working on the case au 
hopes to bo able to turn up somethin 
that will lead to the detection and pun- 
ishment o£ the guilty murderers.

tion Is Opened. 


ITSIRLET TOUCHES THE BUTTON. 


t°he Grand Undertaking of tho People of 


the Volunteer State I» Crowned With 
Success—The Kxhiblts Arc Xcarly AH 
In Order ami the Centennial City Is 
Crowded With Visitor*. 
Nashville, May 1.—In spite of con- 


Btant rain for a week, delaying and re- 
tarding work in every department, or- 
der has been made to take the place of 
confusion, 
and 
the centennial city, 


practically complete with exhibits in 
every building, was ready to throw 
open its gates. 


Visitors had been coming all week. 


Hon. Adlaie Stevenson and party, Gov- 
ernor Lon V. Stevens and Mrs. Stevens 
of Missouri, participated in the open- 
ing ceremonies. 


Though some oi the buildings, in- 


cluding the government building and 
some of the spec:al state buildings, are 
not fully completed, every building to 
contain exhibits is ready for occupa- 
tion and contains exhibits. 


Eleven large and commanding struc- 


tures have seen busy scenes night and 
day this week, while exhibits were put 
in place and finishing touches given. 


The opening exercises proper were 


held 
in the Auditorium . at 11 a. m. 


Prayer was offered by Bishop Gaylor, 
after which Governor Taylor, Presi- 
dent Thomas, Director General Lewis, 
Chief Justice Snodgrass of the state] 
speaker of the state senate, speaker of 
the house and Mayor McCarthy deliv- 
ered short addresses. 


After receiving the keys, President 


Thomas said: 


"Ladies and Gentlemen—I will now 


dictate a telegram : 
" 'To the President of. the United States 


of America, Washington, D. C.: 
" 'The people of Tennessee send 


greetings, and request that you now 
put in motion the machinery of the 
Tennessee centennial -exposition.' " 


When the president received this 


message he touched the utton, the ma- 
chinery started, and President Thomas 
then said: 


"I now declare the Tennessee cen- 


tennial exposition open to the world." 


The' machinery with the electric sig- 


nal /was set in motion by President Mc- 
Kinley at noon. 


The machinery has been set in mo- 


tion, and from now on until the last 
of October the course of travel from 
every point of the, compass will he to- 
wards Nashville to see what the Vol- 
unteer State has done in 
100 years. 


Oriffiti of tlio Project. 


The idea of celebrating the centen- 


nial anniversary of the state was first 
suggested about six years ago by news- 
paper 
cornunicationa, 
but 
nothing 


seemed to, grow out of anything that 
•was then said. 
j.ne -first active steps 


•were taken by Captain W. C. Smith, 
•who, in the fall of 1893, began agitat- 
ing the matter at the meetings of vari- 
ous organizations with which ho was 
connected, and had them discuss the 
matter pro and con. 


The Commercial pluh held a meeting 


to discuss it, and as a result of this 
meeting Hon. James M. Head, 
then 


owner of The American, solicited tne 
views of prominent parties in Tennes- 
see and in other states and it met with 
favor everywhere. The 
governors of 


the southern states indorsed the idea, 
and the press of Nashville and of the 
rest of the south freely indorsed the 
movement us one worthy of adoption. 
iAs n consequence of the enthusiastic 
reception with which the suggestion 
was received, the various bodies of the 
city of Nashville decided on calling a 
state convention of all mercantile and 
business bodies, and to have the enter- 
prise formaly inaugurated as a state 
affair. 


The last session of the 
legislature 


appropriated ?50,000, and congress, af- 
ter seeing the extent of the success al- 
ready attained, gave ?130,000 for the 
erection of a special building and the 
installation of an exhibit. The gates 
opened on a 51,000,000 exposition. 


The men who conceived the idea of 


a Tennessee centennial exposition in- 
tended merely to celebrate, in a fitting 
manner the entrance of Tennessee into 
the Union of States, but the 
project 


meeting at once with general appro- 
bation, increased in power and scope 
and almost imperceptibly grew from a 
state to a national nffnir.

J. Hill of Connecticut, Sarn'uel E. Gross 
o£ Illinois, George H. Shields of Mis- 
souri and Nathan Warren of Massa- 
chusetts was appointed to confer'wlHi 
a similar committee of the Sons of tbe- \ 
Revolution relative to the amalgama- 
tion of the two organizations. 


If they agree upon a scheme of union; 


the congress will meet in Cincinnati 
Oct. 12 to consider their report. A per- 
manent committee of 13 was appointed 
to appeal to congress to prevent the 
use of the American flag for adver- 
tising purposes. 


Another committee was appointed to 


consider the purchase by the govern- 
ment of a private cemetery in Ohio, 
where 2,500 men who fought In the 
war of 1812, some of them Revolution- 
ary soldiers, are buried.

President general, Edward S. Parrett 
of 
Massachusetts; vice 
presidents, 


James E. Richardson of Ohio, S. E. 
Gross of Illinois and J. C. Brecken- 
ridge; secretary genera!, E. J. Hill of 
Connecticut; treasurer general, C. W: 
Haskins of New York; registrar gen- 
eral, A. H. Clark of "Washington; his- 
torian general, Henry Hall of New 
York. • 


When the election wag made the or- 


der of husiuess General Breckinridge 
urged that President McKinley- be 
elected president general of the soci- 
ety. There was some 
opposition to 


this on the ground that he would not 
have time to devote to the duties of 
the office, and that politicians might 
seek to use the society for selfish pur- 
poses.
